Twenty Coal Mine:s Buffocated 1y

A Frightfol Calamity in the Coal Regions
of Peansylvanla.

WILERSBARRE, Pa,, August 11.—A ter-
rible explosion of gas took place in the
West End Coal Company’s mines, this
morning, at Mocanqua, fifteen miles from
here, As far as can be learned ten miners
were instantly killed, and severan! others
dangerously injured.
